Tho revival at the First M. K. church 


took on larger proportions last night 
Evangelist Potter unexpectedly arrived 
on the evening train from Charleston, 
111 , where he haa been attending the fu- 
neral of his wife's mother, who was 
buried in that place on Thursday. Al- 
though he waa not expected on last even- 
ing, there was a large congregation, fill- 
ing the lecture afld iufant class rooms. 
Those who were m the great revival of 
two years ago under the leadership of Mr. 
Harrison very naturally contrasted the 
two men as they listened to Mr. Potter 
last night; and perhaps the general deci- 
sion would be while they are both men 
remarkably adapted to the work in which 
they are engaged, they are very much un- 
like, both in personal appearance and in 
methods of work. Mr. Potter ia a man of 
rather stout build, full beard, dignified 
bearing, and while he speaks with very 
great earnestness, it is not the nervous 
enrneetneaa which oharaoteriaid Mr. Har- 
mon. His text last night was the familiar 
one, "What must I do to be saved?" and 
he handled it in a masterly manner. The 
directness and earnestness of the appeal 
was the marked characteristic in the ser- 
inou, but it als* gave evidence of thought 
and was not wanting in beauty of rheto- 
ric, hnving in it indeed some very elo- 
quent passages. Mr. Potter has been in 
evangolistio work for about sis years, 
The most of his revival work however baa 
been in the city of Chicago, where he re- 
BiJes, and under the auspices of tbe V. M. 
0. A. The Sunday evening meeting in 
Farwell hall ia frequently under hia lead- 
ership His first meeting of great import- 
ance out of the city waa held fonr years 
ago nt Lafayette, Ind., at which There 
were several hundred converts. Since 
that time, especially through the winter 
months, be haH been engaged almont un- 
interruptedly in evangelistic work, and 
thousands have been converted nnder hia 
ministry. Mr. Potter is not in the habit 
of staying very long at a place, not longer 
than throe or four weeks, and as be has 
engagements to fill nt Streator, Jackson- 
ville nnd other points soon, it is not likely 
that be will remain here longer th an three 


At the meeting last night thero was 


ovory indicotion of n general and wide- 
spread nvival. Mapy in the congrega- 
tion in various ways gave evidence that 
they wero almost persuaded. Thero were 
twelve at the altar, and several besides 
stood in the congregation for prayers. 
Mr. Potter will conduct revival services 
nt 2:'>0 this afternoon and at 7 to-night; 
also both morning and evening on the
